The application became abandoned on November 23, 2002, for 
failure to timely file a proper response to the Office action 
stating that the prior reply appeared to be a bona fide attempt 
at a reply, but was insufficient, which set a one (1) month 
shortened statutory period for reply, A response was received on 
March 18, 2003, but was untimely. On November 5, 2003, an Office 
letter was mailed stating that the reply filed on March 18, 2003, 
was untimely, and that extensions of time were required. On 
November 18, 2003, Notice of Abandonment was mailed. A petition 
under 37 CFR 1,137 (a) was filed on December 17, 2007. On January 

18, 2008, the petition was dismissed. 

On March 10, 2009, a letter was filed, addressed to the 
undersigned Petitions Attorney, whereby petitioner pro se states 
that he wishes to provide additional information concerning the 
circumstances at the time the application was filed.
